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ASSAILING THE PRESIDENT 
Chairman Hinshaw of tho national 


prohibition parly is out in a. bitter 
and unjustifiable attack upon Presi- 
dent Wilson because the president 
asked the prohibition leaders not to 
delay the passage ot the food blU'by 
insisting upon tho retention of the 
provisions 'affecting the manufacture 
.of'beer and light wines. 


"We would undoubtedly have na- 


tional prohibition within 30 days," says 
Hinshaw, "were it not lor the inter- 
ference of Woodrow Wilson coming 
to the rescue of the brewers in tho 
final hour. 
. 
"Ho may lead the economic forces 


but he cannot lead the moral forces 
henceforth." 
Thla is another example of the 


fanatical advocacy of a reform wholly 
regardless of the interest of the na- 
tion. The country Is moving towards 
prohibition and it will reach, that goal 
in due time, but the fioutings of such 
men as Hinshaw will only injure the 
cause, just as the action of a. few 
fanatical pickets at Washington are 
injuring the cause of woman suffrage. 
We aro confident that the sensible 
men of the party do not approve of 
-Hinsha.w's intemperate language. 


President Wilson has .the under- 


standing -to 
know that the sudden 


overturning of an industry employ me 
a vast number of people and in which 
a large amount of capital is invested 
would causo disorder and resentment 
ia those states in which tho liquor 
business is strong. The president's 
desire to hasten the passage of the 
food control bill is based upon the 
highest and most patriotic motives, 
and if Mr. Hinshaw considers the in- 
terests of the nation in war father 
than his personal hobby, lie will reach 
the same conclusion. 
The 
senators 


who have used the prohibition issue 
to delay the passage of the food bill, 
are not particularly in favor of pro- 
hibition. 
Their aim on the contrary 


la to delay the enactment of tho 
measure and thus defeat its purpose. 
Sir. Hinshaw 
stands behind these 


men who are serving the kaiser In- 
stead of the United -States. 


Let prohibition be brought forward 


in a, proper manner on the merits of 
the question, not as a rider to a meas- 
ure to be carried by a. resort to sharp 
practice which would have a reaction 
that would Injure the nation at war 
'and in all probability defeat tho en-v 
forcement of the law. Drinking and 
the' distillation of linuor will be cut 
down as it should he during the war, 
but if President Wilson opposes total 
prohibition, he does so because there 
is a patriotic reason for so doing. 


As to leading the moral forces, of 


the nation, President Wilson may be 
as strongly in favor of prohibition as 
is Mr. Hinshaw, but he would not 
favor it'at a time and in a. manner 
that cannot fail to result in trouble 
and injury to the entire country by 
delaying the passage of the food bill 


- 
while speculators pre-empt the crops 
not yet harvested. 
L'et every great 


'Sseue be settled separately after due 
deliberation and not by snap methods 
nor as a1 mere corollary to a proposi- 
tion wholly distinct and separate. 


UNJUST 
DRAFT ARRANGEMENT 


It appears that the draft is to be 


made upon the basis of "population" 
In spite of the protest entered by 
Congressman Rogers and of the bill 
introduced by him and Senator Calder 
of New York. 


This will be unfair to Lowell iri two 


-ways. In the first place it will greatly 
Increase the number o£ men to be 
drafted in proportion to the. number 
eligible and it will thus not only do 
an injustice to tho men and their 
families, but it will tend to hamper 
the industries from which they will be 
drawn. Thus each city such as Low- 
ell, which has a large population of 
aliens will pay the penalty for havinc 
so many foreign residents. 


The decision of the government 


means that where there 
aro many 


aliens who are not subject to draft, 
the young men .who are eligible must 
make up the deficiency. 


To make tho draft fair for all par- 


ties, the term "population" in the law 
should be interpreted to mean tho 
total number eligible under the regis- 
tration law. 
To do anything else will 


he a rank injustice which should not 
stand In law. 
For example: If on« 


city has 20 per cent aliens in the reg- 
istration age and another has no 
aliens, and If both have to meet a 
draft call on the basis of "popula- 
tion," it Is plain that one will be called 
upon for a percentage of its regis- 
tered men that 1s 20 per cent, higher 
than that of the other. 
That would 


be an injustice which would violate 
In'principle at least the privileges of 
citizens guaranteed en.ua! rights under 
the constitution. The city of Springfield 
would have little reason to object to 
a draft on the basis of population be- 


r 
cause it has but a very small alien 
' population. 
Lowell and cities sim- 


ilarly made up would

THE 
GERMAN SPY PROBLEM 


As now' appears the German spy 


problem will be one of the most diffi- 
cult with which this country will have 
rto deal during tho war. Some weeks 
ago"K,was'learned that German spies 
had notified their home government ot 
the orders Issued for tho sailing ot 
Vic* Admiral Sims' flotilla to British 
waters. 
Bfifor* the destroyed had

cleared American waters, Germany 
knew they had sailed and she 1m- 
mediatly arranged to have submarines 
lie in wait for them. Fortunately, tho 
trap thus set did not work as tho U- 
boats were unable to enter into any 
determined combat with the squadron 
of destroyers. 


Not so, however,' with ths expedi- 


tionary force which has just landed 
in France. It appears that tho Ger- 
mans had full notice of tho time of 
sailing and even the direction to be 
taken by the transports. 
Accordingly 


a squadron of 
submarines was sent 


to the appointed place of rendezvous, 
hoping- to bo able to send many of 
the transports to the bottom. 
Still 


another trap further west was laid for 
the Pershing forces but as a result 
of tho keen vigilance, and the quick 
action of the defensive 
forces, 
the 


submarines failed to sink a slnglo 
vessel. 
That is gratifying of course, 


but the fact that is deplorable is that 
there are spies, perhaps trusted in 
high places, who are thus betraying 
tho government and the nation to 
the enemy. 


The problem that confronts 
this 


nation today is whether a single act 
even of preparation can be under- 
taken without having full information 
given to the-enemy so that he can 
plan to counteract or defeat every- 
thing we do or attempt to do.

The confusion arises because of the 
passage last year of the so-called in- 
come tax law. Under the terms of that 
aw the commonwealth is to make up tu 
each clly and town, if the proceeds aro 
(sufficient, the difference In tho amount 
t received In taxes on personal prop- 
erty In 1915, and the amount It would 
receive this year, at tho same rate, on 
the amount of 
personal 
property as- 
sessed by tho local assessors. 
Stocks, bonds and similar intangible 


personal property are now 
taxed 
by 
the state, but tangibles, such as ani- 
mals, automobiles and other vehicles, 
Jewelry and household furnishings aro 
still taxed by the local authorities. Un- 
der tho provisions of the 
law, cacti 
board of assessors Is required, as soon 
they cjmplets their valuation, to advUd 
the tax commissioner of its amount. In 
order 
lhat he 
may determine wh.u 
amount of tho proceeds of tho income 
tax must be returned to 
the city or 


town. 
It had been expected that every mu- 


nicipality in the state would show a 
reduction In its personal property as- 
sessment, but in spite of the fact that 
very fow towns have aa yet made then 
returns. It is already apparent that a 
considerable number will show a per- 
sonal property assessment larger this 
year 'than In 1016. For example, down 
on the Cape, Browster shoys 4304.207 
this year, as compared with $267,440 In 
1016; Mashpee shows 122,410. as com- 
pared with $12,030.

Drinking and 


the distillation of liquor will bo cut 
down as It should be during the war, 
but if President Wilson opposes total 
prohibition, he does so because there 
is a patriotic reason for so doing. 


As to leading the moral forces, o£ 


tho nation, President Wilson may be 
as strongly in favor of prohibition as 
is Mr. Hinshaw, but he would not 
favor it at a time and in a manner 
that cannot fail to result in trouble 
and injury to the entire country by 
delaying the passage of the food bill 
while speculators pre-empt the crops 
not yet harvested.

UNJUST 
DRAFT A R R A N G E M E N T 


It appears that the draft is to bo 


made upon the basis of "population" 
in • spite of 
the 
protest entered by 


Congressman Rogers and of the bill 
introduced by him and Senator Calder 
of New York. 


This will be unfair to Lowell in two 


ways. In the first place it will greatly 
increase the number o£ men to be 
drafted in proportion to tho number 
eligible and it will thus not only do 
an injustice to the men and their 
iamilies, but it will tend to hamper 
ths industries from which they will be 
drawn. Thus each city such as Low- 
ell, which has a large population of 
aliens will ray the penalty for having 
_so many foreign residents. 


The 
decision of the 
government 


means that where there are many 
aliens who are not subject to draft, 
the young men who are eligible must 
make up the deficiency. 


To make the draft fair for all par- 


ties, the term "population" in the law 
should be interpreted 
to 
mean'_ tho 


total number eligible under the regis- 
tration law. 
To do anything else will 


be a rank injustice which should not 
stand in law. 
For example: 
If onn 


city lias 20 per cent aliens in the reg- 
istration age and another has no 
aliens, and if both have to meet a 
draft call on the basis of "popula- 
tion," it is plain that one will be called 
upon for a percentage o£ its regis- 
tered men that is 20 per cent, higher 
than that of the other. 
That would 


be an Injustice which would violate 
in principle at least the privileges of 
citizens guaranteed equal rights under 
the constitution. The city of Springfield 


• would have little reason to object to 


a draft on the basis of population be- 
cause It has but a very small alien 
population. 
Lowell and cities sim- 


ilarly made up would 
suffer 
from 


•uch an arrangement.

triotic, social and religious elements 
aro rationally, combined' Is one of the 
•most'satisfying and pleasant occasions 
that, one could wish lor. 
And whon 
with these elements Ideal -weather con- 
ditions and the presence of an unusual- 
ly capable speaker aro also added, tho 
re*ull is one which cannot fail 
to 
arouse the happiest rocollectlonn. In 
the minds of those who attend, even 
when the affair Itself is a matter of 
history.

As for 
the social element — well a merely cus- 
ual glanco over the crowds of men, 
women and -children sufficed to prove 
that the occasion was a social — in the 
real primitive meaning of the woriti. 


The official name given to the affair 
on the program was the seventh an- 
nual reunion of the parishioners of 
the Sacred Heart church.

And serving as a back- 
ground for the whole scene was tho 
brick-red of the church building Mend- 
ing with the refreshing green ot the 
grass ' on all sides. 
The booths on. the midway opened 
for business shortly after noon, and 
the most terse description which ono 
can give of this feature of the day's 
activities was that the grounds were 
a miniature South common. 
But there was none of that unpleas- 
ant crowding and pushing which de- 
tracts from the pleasures of the .ildor 
midway. 
It1 was just a good-natured 
mingling of young and old people who 
were. out. for s. good time. And it was 
much more pleasant to take "a chance 
on a Teddy hear" from Jennie Smith, 
whom you had known all your life ns a 
next door neighbor, than from some 
totally unknown 
stranger. 
All thu 
good features of the South common 
midway were on hand with the unde- 
sirable eliminated. ' Frankfurt stands. 
lemonatc stands, chance affairs, and an 
"ocean wavei nnd not least, that good 
old standby of every midway — the Af- 
rican for Lowell) dodger. Tn the eve- 
ning the grounds .were prettily illumi- 
nated by many incandescents, and Ilia 
TJ. S. Cartridge Co. band added to the 
many' other attractions by a first cla.is 
concert. . 
All these features, however, were 
merely accessorial to the real feature 
of the day.' At 5 o'clock or shorlly 


after, tlio flag-raising and patriotic ex- 
ercises took place just beyond tho en- 
trance to the grounds. Tho program 
opened with the singing of Cardlua 
O'Connell's timely hymn, "Tli'- 
and tho Flag," by 200 well train 
and girls of tho parish.

maintain rostrums and havo speakers 
and badns to fire the ardor of enthusi- 
asm? 
Why is H that It is necessary 
this year to urge men to enlist, when 
in 'OS men were turned away? We had 
too many soldiers." Later in tho argu- 
ment upon tbe platform I said nnd I 
beliove it now that I think ono of tho 
reasons is that too much attention Is 
paid to these commissions who come 
hero from foreign shores.

now attacking those commissions, but

This country is 
tho oldest republic in tho world and 
now there are about 4S of them. Bv- 
eryono of them has followed In the 
footsteps of our great nation and re- 
member then that this country Is dedi- 
cated to patriotism, liberty and free- 
dom.
